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1. This Office action is in response to the RCE filed with amendments 8/22/06 and refers 
to the final rejection mailed 5/24/06 in the ancestor case. 

2. Claims 2, 42 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 42, "or other means" is considered to be omnibus language and should be 
stricken. 

In claims 2 and 43, "the composition comprising a metal halide-containing compound 
comprising . . . (iii) a non-metal halide and a metal alkyl" does not definitely require that a metal 
halide-containing compound either be formed or be present in the (iii) mixture, hence this 
recitation is vague and indefinite. See MPEP 2172.01. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-24, 31, 39-42 and 46-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reagan in view of Manzer as cited in and for the reasons of record given in 
paragraph 5 of the final rejection mailed 5/24/06. 

5. Claims 43-46, 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Reagan in view of Furtek as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 6 of 
the final rejection mailed 5/24/06. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 8/22/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicants argue that what abates the water content from the various reagents is a non- 
metal alkyl compound. However, the prior art uses non-halide metal alkyls, which are different 
compounds and which are well-known for their reactivity toward water and protons, in the case 
of aluminum alkyls forming alumoxanes when the reaction is performed in a slow, controlled 
manner, or alumina when the reaction is performed more quickly. Regardless, once all the 
reagents required to make the catalysts of the present claims are combined, water or protons in 
any of the reagents would decompose the desired catalyst, since it was itself sensitive to water 
and acidic protons, as implied in Reagan in examples VII and VIII inter alia.
